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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

2. Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a lens checking apparatus for the optical control of ophthalmic lenses 
comprising an illuminating device with at least one monochromatic light source which provides 
a monochromatic illuminating light having one predetermined wavelength, in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of claim 1 . 

3. Claims 2-20 are allowed because their limitations are dependent on the limitations of 
independent claim 1 , or any intermediate claim. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
